Somehow I was reminded of u story tak- 
en years ago from au English paper and 
preserved iu one of my many scrapbook 
volumus. 
I pUfcS it on to The UOUSB- 


keeper sisterhood. It is entitled "The 
Happiest Man In London" and tells of 
a couple liMug iu a single loom with 
notluuB but th« luofct necessary furnitute. 
Foi 25 jeais tlie wife had been paralyz- 
ed, aud fill thit time her husband had 
been her nuist, protector, suppoit aud, 
moht <jl all, hti lover. Bhe cuuld scaice- 
Iv Hpcuk, and her only strength ot ex- 
pression lay in her ejes, lookluK Htruight 
out, <lear aud shining. In response to a 
new doctor's uui'fctlou this hero of a man 
told iu tin- simplest and most sinceie 
wuy how h« lived: 
"I gel up early of a morning, jou »*;(>, 


sir," suid Tempi*, as our hero was uauied, 
"und make «>«r breakfast and attend to 
her. Then before 1 start for work—I'm in 
au onKJueer's employ—I just boards be» 
up in bed so she cau't fall out. I'm buck 
at dinner hour, uud wt> have it together. 
Then, w hen I ha^ e work, my evening noon 
pu»sfrs. There's usually a bit of cooking 
to he done und washing up and tbe loom 
to see to. An invalid must have things 
clean about bur. It isn't agreeable to junt 
lie und look at auythlug dirty. I like Lucj 
to k«ep bright. But then*, she alvsuys in, 
HJid if occasionally she gets down I noon 
cheer her up, don't I, Lucy? Me and Sun- 
ny together. Sunny—that's our bullliueh. 
Ilu's ask-up now, covered up, you set', aud 
I won't disturb Itiin. But by day he's 
that lively! He chirps and talks away t<> 
Lucy. He's compauir for h«-r, Sunny IB, 
bless his little Ueait!" 


And the story tella bow the tired man 


coming home fiotn his work goes cheerily 
about tho euros ot his littlu boutichold, 
how he eats the taste-less uiuat from 
which Lucy's Wcf t«a had been inude, 
enjoying the meat tbh bettor the poorer it 
was, because he knew thereby that the 
tea was good, und how he did some \vnsh- 
ings to na\o pennies for luxuries for his 
dear invalid. It describes how this old 
man got ready for the night. He \\IIH 
obliKOil to retire eailj- whenever i>onsi 
ble. lie brought warm water to tho bt-d- 
sidu and washed tho bauds aud fnco of 
his wife and tied on her whito nightcap. 
(In th« morning he would perform her 
toilet again nnd do her hair for her, and 
he took pride In doing it, as he said, "u* 
stylish as a hairdresser.") Then he ai 
ranged on the chair so au to be withiu 
reach a candle in a tin candlestick, a 
glass of water and a biscuit. After that 
he fetched n large prayer hook aud the 
Bible, rend the Pan him and the second 
ICBHOU for the evening uud aCtcrwtud 
prayed. He thanked God for the miiuy 
mercies vouchsafed Jo them that day, for 
food Mini power and opportunity to work 
aud for a homo. Ho remembered those 
that had none of these bli!nn!iigs and beg- 
Cud that they might receive them.

come identical in spite of technical 
terms suggesting a distinction. Peo- 
ple are accustomed to the idea that 
only a few species of birds, such as 
the parrot nnd the jackdaw, can be 
taught, but In wild life almost all birds 
are mimics tp some extent, and proba- 
bly more of them than people realize 
could be taught to imitate human 
sounds. The starling has astonishing 
skill in taking off other birds, and even 
the raucous jay can produce a song, or 
a whistle If the word is preferred, 
which would do justice to a thrush.— 
London Globe.

It may occur to some persons that we 


canuot conceive of an end of space, 
and It is hardly likely that infinite 
space would exist without matter and 
hence that the universe necessarily is 
infinite, says 1. 3.3. See in The Atlan- 
tic. This argument proceeds upon the 
supposition that we can conceive all 
tilings which exist, an admission hard- 
ly warranted by experience, for, as we 
can conceive of many things which do 
not exist, so also there may exist many 
things of which we can have no clear 
conception—as, for example, a fourth 
dimension to space or a boundary to 
the universe. 


Thus while our senses conceive space 


to be endlesH It does not follow- that 
the universe Is In reality of infinite ex- 
tent Much less can the absence of an 
empyrean prove that tbe cosmos is 
finite even to our experience, for tula 
effect may be due to dust In space or 
tbe uniform absorption of light by the 
ether, lu the exploration of the sidereal 
heavens It Is found that the more pow- 
erful the telescope the more stars are 
disclosed, and hence the practical indi- 
cations are that In most directions the 
sidereal system extends on indelinltely. 
But the possible uniform extinction of 
light due to the Imperfect elasticity of 
the lumlnifi'rous ether and tLe un- 
doubted absorption of light by dark 
bodies widely diffused In space seem 
to forever preclude a dettnlte answer 
to the question of the bounds of crea- 
tion. 


An Bye For Color. 


For city people there Is no time like 


the summer to cultivate the eye for 
color, to develop the power to appre- 
ciate color and gain the enjoy cueut to 
be derived therefrom. The time when 
so many persons see the country in its 
varying moods Is the time to learn how 
to look at color, how to find color or 
bow to perceive new colors. An old 
artist, who was conversing upon the 
delicate task of cultivating the eye the 
other daj, told an incident of one of 
the contemporaries of his earlier life. 


"Nast," saKl he, "always felt that It 


was really a misfortune for him when 
he made a hit at illustration and cari- 
cature. It brought him in ready mon- 
ey, and he was. to be sure, most suc- 
cessful in the line to -which he drifted. 
But he bad educated himself to paint, 
and this suddeu success kept him at 
black and white work so long and so 
closely that it affected him forever. 
He told me once that the constant look 
lug at black and white had caused him 
to lose his eye for color. And I noticed 
that his color work after that experi- 
ence never came up to the promise it 
had given earlier. It always looked 
rather leathery afterward, and he nev- 
er seemed to be able to get the old 
power of the eye back; otherwise he 
might have been as great a painter as 
cartoonist."—New York Sun.

After 
the rendezvous at Glen Cove the squad- 
ron got under way and steered for the 
starting Hue off Matinicock point buoy, 
where the steam yacht Reverie, vtth 
the regatta committee aboard, let go 
her anchor. The whole fleet was eligi- 
ble to compete aud was divided into 
three classes—schooners, single masted 
vessels and yawls in cruising trim— and 
the two cup defenders, Constitution 
and Columbia, in racing trim. 


Naturally the principal interest was 
ocuased on the two big racers, which 
ame to the encounter iu thoroughly tit 
oudltion. Both had been hauled out, 
ollshed and burnished until their uu- 
erbodlee fairly gleamed. Many de- 
octs In the rig of the Constitution had 
een remedied. She sported a longer 
owsprlt, and her sails fitted her better 
hau when she laat appeared In public. 
I«T performance was creditable. Start- 
ug in a nice sailing breeze which at no 
line exceeded a seven knot strength, 
he beat her rival, the Columbia, smart- 
y handled and sailed with rare skill 
nd Judgment, by 4m. 18s. over a 21 
uile course.

The first leg was 11 miles northeast

Tbe Elephant'* 


In thf autobiography of Mr. L-Indley

dfis, in modeling, in gah lino-plastic 
painting, In making thoemakors' wax 
and paraflin and in many other wnjs. 


Mineral wax never Is found pure, and 


such of the crude material as it) intend- 
ed for export Is freed from earth, bmall 
stopee, etc., near the mines. It is put 
into tanks, which are heated either by 
a direct rue or by steam, lu the former 
case the furnace is so arranged that 
the flumes strike the sidea us well as 
the bottom of the tank, for otherw ise 
tbe wax overheats, causing partial dis- 
tillation. 


At all the larger woiks In lloryslaw 


fclcaru is used now for this process, lu 
the beginning the stonm must ha\e the 
degree of heat necessary to melt th<, 
wax. Subsequently only sufficient heat 
need be maintained to keep the mass 
in a liquid state. This is continued 1111 
til all earthy and other foreign matter 
has settlrd to the bottom. The wax is 
decanted Into iron congealing vessels 
having the form of a truncated cone 
These vessels are whitewashed on the 
inside to prevent the adhesion of Hie 
congealed blocks of wax. The blocks 
obtained are from 13 to 23 Indies high, 
have a diameter of from 30 to 3U Inches 
and weigh from 050 to 850 pounds. 


By fnr the larger portion of the raw 


ozocerite used in Austria is manufac- 
tured Into oeserln, there being lu that 
country about 20 refineries. It is doubt 
ful If the processes employed by any 
twoof them are Identical. In most of the 
refilling works the wax Is mixed with 
from 0 to 10 per cent of. sulphuric acid, 
heated and filtered through bone, char- 
coal or spodium. This colors it light 
yellow. It Is treated again with the 
sulphuric acid and finally with caustic 
soda until every particle of tho acid Is 
eliminated. Fairly successful experi- 
ments hn\e also been made to avoid 
the use of sulphuric acid and to eubstl 
tute benzole, in which case the dlssolv 
out la eliminated by distillation. 


In the filtering process coal of the 


size of fciufill grain is placed between 
two sieves, which are Inserted lu eiu-li 
filter. Se\eral filters uic placed to 
gother In a frame uud sufficiently lu>at- 
cd by direct steam to keep the wax in 
a liquid state. Whenever the coal lias; 
lost Its efficacy as a blanching agent it 
can, by proper treatment, be rendered 
fit again for use. 


After the mass has been blanched 


sufficiently it Is decanted Into funnels 
pro\ ided with paper filters and having 
also a contrivance for being boated

Natural Thread Grown In Mexico. 
In southern Arizona and northern 


Mexico there grows a plant from \vhicb 
rope and twine that will almost never 
wear out can be made. It is the mes- 
cal plant. It Is like a cabbage, and 
on a large stalk tbat grows up along- 
side the bead are long stemmed leaves 
with sharp, hard pointed ends. The 
soft part of the leaf can be removed 
and the stem stretched oat to four or 
five feet It is so clastic. You let this 
dry In the sun, and you bavc an eyeless 
needle already threaded. / 


The natives of the country use noth- 


ing but the mescal thread needle, as 
they call It, td sew their garments. 
You can make as fine a thread as need- 
ed. If you desire a fine thread, pull tho 
stem and it will grow smaller In tbe 
same way that rubber will The 
thread Is as strong as w ire. Ropes and 
heavy twine can lie made from the 
plant that will be almost as strong as 
a steel wire cable. The big items of 
the leaves can be used, and there are 
about CO leaves to each bead that can 
be utilized.

Be Made. 


Piltsburg, July 23.—Indications point, 
o an effort on the part of the Amerl- 
;un Steel Hoop company to start tb« 
Fainter mills here. The superintend- 
ents who have in tbe past broken 
strikes at tbe various mills held a se- 
cret conference here on Saturday. 


One of these said that in one mill 


employing 700 men only 75 were mem- 
)ers of tbe Amalgamated association. 
He believed tbe men who could not be 
benefited by the strike were sore at tho 
\ruulgauiatecl for shutting down tbe 
jluut, compelling idleness. These la- 
jorers are being sounded, and tbe 
brightest of them may secure responsi- 
ble positions so as to get the mills 
started. 


Many of the strikers at the Painter 


mills live within sight of the mills and 
in tbe past never have molested any 
one when strikes were broken.

Amalgamated association may adopt 
the tactics of the coal miners in pre- 
venting work in the mills now operat- 
ing. Efforts are being made to lease 
ground in Welisville, O., to erect a 
camp and to have the streets near tbe 
sheet mill patrolled day and night by 
strikers, who will do proselyting among 
the workers.

Captain McCalla arrived tbe 
next day and asked Schley what had 
been learned from shore and was as- 
tonlahed, says Rear Admiral Evans, to 
find that Schley and Cook knew noth- 
ing of any code.

H€AT STILL RAGES. 


Mercury Higher Than Kv«r In 


We.t. 


Kansas -City, July 23.—A veritable 


hot blast literally scorched the south- 
west yesterday, breaking all heat rec- 
ords in tbe history of the local weather 
bureaus. Sunday Kansas City experi- 
enced tlie hottest weather ever known 
here, the government thermometer reg- 
istering 104 and remaining above the 
100 mark for seven consecutive hours. 
Two dozen prostrations, nine of which 
resulted fatally, were reported. 


The bureau thermometer, at the high- 


est point lu the city., showed 100 de- 
grees yesterday, while thermometers 
on the streets reached as high as 128. 
Hardly a breath of air stirred. The suf- 
fering was Intense, especially among 
persons compelled to work outdoors 
and among tbe poor districts iu the bot- 
toms. Seven deaths from prostrations 
were reported during the day In Kan- 
sas City and Kansas City, Kan., and 
over 30 people overcome by the heat 
were treated. This makes a total of l<3 
deaths. Most of the victims were elder- 
ly people. 


Yesterday was the thirty-second in 


succession on which the temperature 
has averaged above 90 degrees and the 
fifteenth lu that time that the ther- 
mometer has gone above 100. 


At Lawrence. Kan., the State univer- 


sity reported the bent record for Kan- 
sas again broken with the mercury at 
10(5.5 degrees, the highest in 34 years.

London, July 23.~I'rofessof Koch of 


Berlin, discoverer of the phthisis bacil- 
I, will startle the medical and .scientific 
world today by the announcement that 
XA'lne tuberculosis is not transmittible 
o the human system. The famous bac- 
teriologist In an Interview authorized 
the statement that he has demonstrat- 
ed that meat and milk from tuberculo- 
sis infected cattle may be consumed 
with absolute impunity. 


"It would be discourteous to the in- 


ternational congress, at which I pro- 
pose to announce my discovery," he 
said, "to elaborate mj theory In detail 
at this hour. You may say substantial- 
ly that I have reached the conclusion 
that the very general fear of contact 
with tuberculosis flesh or fluid is an 
unnecessary and unfounded fear. 


1 have arrived at my discovery 


through what I consider practical and 
Indisputable tests. They lead me to be 
lleve that human and bovine tuberculo- 
sis are of a totally different species, 
found that human tuberculin is incupa 
ble of Inoculation in tbe animal system. 
Proceeding on that premise, I am now 
prepared to show that farrearhliiR pre- 
cautions as to Infected cuttle may oiiot» 
for all be abandoned." 
Announcement u Terrtlle Surnrice, 
.Professor Koch's new theory produc- 


ed the effect of a lyddite shell when II 
reached the ears of a few of the world's 
medical experts assembled in Lomloi 
for the great congress. 


Dr. Allen K. llaight of Chicago, the 


official representative of the Amerk-Ri 
Medical association, said: "If I had no 
lunrd Professor Koch quietly annouut-i 
his discovery iu private conversation. I 
would have seemed to me absolutely in 
credible. I can only say that Dr. Koel 
Is too profound a student and has ten 
much reputation at stake to promulgati 
Midi a proposition unless convinced o 
its soundness beyond the shadow of i 
doubt. If he Is able practically to deui 
onstrate bis claims, the sanitary sys 
terns of tbe world will be shaken to th 
very roots. The word revolution bu 
faintly expresses what the discoverj 
will precipitate." 


English experts talked of the theory 


with mingled astonishment and con- 
tempt and asserted that the (Jermiui 
proli-ssur would eiicinmter stubborn tle- 
bate and learned disproof of bis "mad 
idea."
